ASSAULT ON POLICE 


LEAVE TO APPEAL 
REFUSED 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE. MR. JUSTICE 
SULLIVAN AND MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


James Jackson, Railway street, Dublin; 
Michael Gallagher, Waterford street, Dublin ; 
John Brennan, Buckingham street, Dublin; 
Francis McCluskey, Lower Gloucester place, 
Dublin, and Michael O’Grady, Railway street, 


i Dublin, applied to the Court of Criminal 


Appeal for leave to appeal against their con- 
viction at the Dublin Circuit (Criminal) Court, 
and sentence of fifteen months’ imprisonment 
on charges in connection with an assault on 
Civic Guards Brosnan and Bermingham at 
Faithful place, Dublin, on 23rd of last 
December. 

Evidence had been given in the Circuit 
Court to the effect that bricks and bottles 
were thrown at the Civic Guards when they 
went to where a woman, lying on the ground, 
was being kicked by Gallagher, and that they 
were badly injured, 

The Chief Justice said that, taking all these 
applications into consideration, no ground had 
been put before the Court for varying either 
the conviction or the sentence. The jury 
having, on clear evidence, found these men 
guilty, it was not open to that Court to 
reconsider the evidence or undo the work of 
the jury. 

The sentence, having regard to the grave 
nature of the offence, was, continued the 
Chief Justice, a moderate sentence. These men 
had been charged in association, in connection 
with a very brutal assault on two Guards, 
and a sentence of fifteen months’ imprison- 
ment certainly seemed not to be excessive, 
if, indeed, adequate. How Michael Gallagher 
had the audacity to appeal he did not know, 
Gallagher having been the cause of the whole 
trouble because of his attack on this wretched 
woman who was lying on the ground, and 
whom he was stated to have been kicking. 

The Court was satisfied that the sentence 
was not in the smallest degree open to ques- 
tion, and applications must be dismissed. 

The Court accordingly refused all the appli- 
cations. 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C. (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor) appeared for the 
Attorney-General.

RIGHT TO CANCEL A 
POLICY

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 


HE hearing of an action of John R. T. 
T Pilkington, Carrick, Burlington road, 
Dublin, against the New Ireiand Assur- 
ance Co., Ltd., Dawso.. street, Dublin, was 
begun. The plaintiff claimed a declaration 
that under a motor insurance contract, dated 
10th September, 1934, made between him and 
the Southern Insurance Co., Itd., and the 
defendants, the defendants were bound to 
indemnify him against damages or costs on 
account of injury to person or properly ocra- 
sioned in connection with the motor car which 
was the subject of the contract during the 
period covered by the contract, and all costs 
and expenses for which he might become 
liable in the defence of actions for alleged 
negligence in connection with the vehicle. 
he statement of claim set out that on the 
issue by the defendants of the motor car insur: 
ance policy in question they issued to the plain- 
tiff a certificate of insurance in accordance with 
the provisions of the Road Traffic Act. In 
March, 1935, an action was instituted by 
Josephine Duffy against Mr. Pilkington for 
damages for personal injuries, and the de- 
fendants had refused to conduct the defence 
of the action on behalf of Mr. Pilkington, 
and had repudiated any liability on their part 
under the policy, and had. alleged that the 
contract created by the policy was of no force 
in effect. Mr. Pilkington had incurred costs 
and expenses in connection with the action. 
In another case threatened against Mr. Pil- 
kington in respect of damage to a motor 
car, the property of Michael Maguire, the 
defendants had also refused to defend this 
action. 

The defendants stated in their defence that 
the plaintiff had agreed that a proposal 
in writing dated ist August, 1934, should 
form the basis of the contract of insurance, 
and that the plaintiff warranted that the 
statements in the proposal were true and 
complete, and that no material facts had been 
withheld or suppressed. 
the proposal contained untrue and incom- 
plete statements and answers, and that 
material facts were withheld by the plaintiff. 

The defence stated that it was set out that 
in answer to the question in the proposal: 
‘‘Has any company or underwriter declined 
your proposal?” the plaintiff answered ‘‘No,”’ 
whereas his propesal had been twice declined 
by the Irish sife and General Assurance 
Co., Ltd. It was pleaded that by reason of 
the suppression of this material fact the 
policy was unerforceable and void, and that 
the defendants had been induced to believe 
that the risk was less scrious and extensive 
than the actual risk. 


A COUNTERCLAIM 


The defendants counterclaimed for an order 
for repayment to them by the plaintiff of 
£2,464 17s. 6d. damages, 529 17s, 5d. ‘costs, 
and £31 13s. 1d.. expenses which they said 
they were obliged to pay in respect of the 
claim of Josephine Duffy against the plain- 
tiff; for an order for payment to them bv the 
plaintiff of any sums which they were liable 
to pay to Michael Maguire he. any costs or 
expenses oí the defendanta in relation to that 
claim. Alternatively the defendants claimed 
damages for alleged misrepresentation and 
breach of warranty. 

In his reply the plaintiff denied that his 
proposal contained any untrue statements, and 
stated that he had fully communicated to 
the defendants’ agents all the facts relating 
to the questions. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., and Mr. E. 8S. Fitz- 
Simon (instructed by Mr. T. G. McVeagh) 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. J. M. 
FitzGerald, K.C.; Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C.., 
and Mr. K. Dixon (instructed by Messrs. 
Little, O hUadhaigh and Proud) for the 


defendants. 


A DEAL IN CARS 


Opening the case for the plaintiff, . Mr. 
Leonard said that he hoped to satisfy the 
Court that, by strict legal right, the plaintiff 
was entitled to hold the defendants to the 
contract that they had entered into. The 
plaintiff had originally purchased a Singer 
car through a friend named Sutherland, and 
he Bad the car with the Zurich Co., not 
knowing at the time that the car had been 
registered in Mr. Sutherland’s name. The 
car was involved in a smash when Mr. Suther- 
land was driving it. In July, 198%, the 
insurance policy was cancelled by the Zurich 
Co. by reason of the question of the registra- 
tion and the insurance being in different 
names. On the same day the plaintiff 
approached the Irish Life Co. in reference to 
the insurance of the car, but the company said 
they did not want the business because there 
had been a mix-up about the car. At the 
time plaintiff did not sign any proposal form. 

The plaintiff then traded the Singer car in 
part. payment for a new Terraplane car, and 
on 2ist August, 1934, he told the Irish Life 
Co. he wanted to insuie the new car, but the 
company, when they heard that it was a 
substitute for the Singer car, said that they 
did not, want to do ae eee The plaintiff 
did not sign any proposal form on that occa- 
sion either. 


DISCOUNT ON PREMIUMS 


The objection of the Irish Life Co., said 
Mr. Leonard, had nothing to do with the 
risks of the policy. On the same date the 

laintiff went to the defendant company and 
filled up a proposal form for the insurance 
of the new car. He told fully of the Zurich 
Co.’s cancellation and of the refusal of the 
Irish Life Co, to insure the Singer or the 
Terraplane, and he did so in the presence of 
a friend named Lanigan-O’Keeffe, who was 
then filling in a proposal form for the insur- 
ance of another car. In regard to one of 
the questions on the proposal form, plaintiff 
told the defendant company's clerk that he 
had not filled any proposal form for the Irish 
Life Co., who had told him they did not 
want the business, and the clerk said that 
that would be all right. The clerk then went 
into the room of Mr. Callaghan, manager of 
the defendants’ accident branch, and re- 
turned, and the form was filled up. The de- 
fendants took from the plaintiff a cheque 
covering the amount of his policy and that of 
Mr. Lanigan-Keeffe, because the plaintiff was 
an insurance broker and got a discount on 
both premiums. A certificate of imsurance 
was then issued to the plaintiff. 

The answer of “no” by the plaintiff to 
the query whether his proposal had been de- 
clined by another company was literally true. 
In connection with the accident in which the 
plaintiff was involved with Mr. Maguire 
police court proceedings were brought against 
the plaintiff for negligent driving, and the 
proceedings were duly defended by the Insur- 
ance Co. In the other accident in which the 
plaintiff was concerned, .Miss Duffy was 
seriously injured and there was a heavy 
verdict. 

The next thing, said Mr. Leonard, was the 
cancellation by the defendants of the plain- 
tiff’s policy under the terms of the policy. 
‘The plaintiff was given notice of the can- 
cellation and was given a refund of the pre- 
mium for the unexpired period of insurance, 
calculated on a pro rata basis

statement in reference to the cancellation of 
the Zurich Co.'s policy and what happened 
when plaintiff got into touch with the Irish Life 
Co. Plaintiff signed-the statement, as 1t was 
just what he had told the defendant company. 
Subsequently the defendants wrote to tue 
plaintiff stating that er had considered his 
proposal of August, 1934, in conjunction with 
his subsequent statement, from which it ap- 
peered that his proposal was twice refused 
y the Irish Life Co. 1t was added that 
plaintiff's answer to the question whether his 
proposal had been declined by anotlier com- 
pany was clearly a misstatement, which in- 
validated the entire contract, and the de- 
fendant company repudiated all liability under 
the policy. w 

Mr. Leonard said that his proposition was 
that the statement was literally and accurately 
true, and that the plaintiff had not had any 
proposal declined by any other insurance com- 
pany,-and that that was an.answer to any 
allegation of misrepresentation. As regards 
the question of warranty, this would be 
answered when he proved, as he hoped to do, 
that before the issue of the policy the 
defendants knew ethe full facts of the case, 
and they could not rely on this now. The 
mere statement of another company that they 
did not want the plaintiff's insuvance did not 
mean that his proposal was turned down, 
because he made no proposal that could have 
bound him, as he did not make one in writing. 


PLAINTIFF'S EVIDENCE 


The plaintiff gave evidence, and said that 
when he went to the Ivish Life Company's 
offices he had the proposal form already filled 
in, but it was not accepted. When he went to 
the defendants’ offices he got a proposal form 
and filled it in, and spoke to the counter clerk 
about the refusal of the Irish Life Company. 
The clerk went into the manager’s office, and 
later came out and asked for the cheque for 
the premium, and then gave witness the 
covering certificate. 

In reply to Mr. FitzGerald, the witness 
said that he signed none of the proposal 
forms. 

Opening the case for the defendant com- 
pany, Mr. FitzGerald said that their conten- 
tion was that the proposal form, although :t 
was not signed, was a proposal, because it 
was an offer to make a contract. An impor- 
tant point of fact would be the plaintiff's 
statement that he had discussed the refusal 
of the Irish Life Company with a clerk at 
the defendants’ office. This would be denied 
by Mr. Merry, who interviewed the plaintiff, 
and it was unthinkable that such an important 
matter would be discussed by a man who 
called himself an insurance broker with a 
clerk who had no authority to act in any 
representative capacity on behalf of the com- 
pany. Mr. Merry wonld be examined, and 
would say that there was not a word of truth 
in this statement of the plaintiff. 


The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day. 


EFFECTS OF THE 
STRIKE 
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SUPPLY OF COAL 
FOR POOR 
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T-: hardships being endured owing to 
the coal strike by the poor peopic 
living in tenement houses and cottages 
in the city were referred to at yesterday’s 
meeting of the Dublin Port and Docks Board. 

The Lord Mayor said that he had ist left 
a deputation of bellmen at the Mansion 
House, who had informed him that in many 
tenement houses and cottages in the city at 
the moment there was not enough coal to 
boil a kettle of water. This was a cause cf 
reat hardship, particularly in wet weather 
ike this, when voung children coming home 
from school had no means of drying their 
damp clothes. ‘The bellmen had asked him 
whether it would be possible, through the 
assistance of the Port and Docks Board. to 
arrange that these people could get supplies 
of coal. He suggested that thev should form 
a small committee of the- Board to see if 
anything could be done. 

Mr. W. J. O'Hara agreed that the strike 
was causing great hardship to the poor, but 
it was a matter for the union to see if some 
arrangement could be made to supply the 
bellmen. 

The Chairman (Captain Gordon) said that, 
while they all sympathised with the poor 
people affected, it was not a. matter which 
came within the province of the Board. The 
Corporation would be the more suitable body 
to deal with it. 

Mr. Hollwey suggested that the Lord 
Mayor should ask the Minister for Industry 
an es to intervene on behalf of the 

r people. 
rane” Coyle said that the shortage of coal 
might affect many industries in the city, and 
would cause a lot of unemployment. 

Mr. McCullagh agreed with the chairman, 
but he thought the Board should express the 
view that it would be very desirable if 
arrangements could be made to provide coal 
for necessitous cases. 

The Lord Mayor—And if an arrangement 
is made the Board will provide any facilities 
required. 

The Chairman—Certainly. 


TONNAGE RATES RAISED 


The Board decided unanimously to raise 
the tonnage rates charged at the port to the 
rates in force in 1931 as from Jst June. 1936. 

The Chairman (Captain Gordon) said that 
the proposed slight increase was -iecessary if 
they were not to be faced with a deficit at the 
end of the year. The revenue of the port ha-l 
decreased slightly, and there was no mre: 
diate prospect of it increasing. On the other 
hand their expenditure had increased owing to 
certain necessary outlays to bring the port 
up to date, particularly to deal with deep 
water traffic. ‘They had also increased wages 
to meet. 

Mr. Belton asked was the ordinary revenue 
going down. 

The Chairman said that there was a slight 
decrease, but the expenditure was increasing 
owing to the changing nature of the traffic. 
The deep sea end was developing, and was 
more expensive than the cross-Channel traffic. 

The Lord Mayor said that the trade was 
not going down. 

The Chairman said not very greatly. The 
sugar trade had almost gone, and the wheat 
trade had decreased, whilst they had lost the 
flour traffic. There were other commodities, 
however, which were increasing. 

Mr. McCullagh said that last year they had 
only a surplus of £3,000, and in view of the 
extra expenditure they must make provision 
for increased revenue. 

_ Mr, Hollwey said that the tonnage actually 
increased last year, but the revenue was 
down, 

Mr. Belton said that that was all the more 
reason why they should have the matter 
further explained. 

The Chairman said that there had been an 
issúe of stock of £150,000, and the interest on 
that would have to be met. Theredid not ap- 
pear to be any prospect of added revenue from 
imcreased trade, and they must therefore pro- 
duce revenue by increasing the dues. It was

o revert to the lower scale of dues.

N the Dublin District Court yesterday. 
| before Mr. McCarthy, D.J., the hearing 
was begun of a case in which James 
Power, 12 Sandycove avenue, West, was 
charged with having caused the deaths oi 
Mr. Thomas R. T. Callan (37), solicitor, anda 
his wife, Elizabeth Sheila Callan (28), of 
Sandymount avenue, by knocking them down 
with his motor car at Merrion road on 
February 8th. last. 

Following a preliminary objection by Mr. 
E. Burne, who appeared for the defendant, 
it was decided to deal with the prosecution 
in respect of the deceased man, Thomas R. Tf. 
Callan, solicitor, and to adjourn the proceed. 
ings in respect of Mrs. Sheila Callan. 

Medical evidence was given by Dr. P 
Walsh, house surgeon, City of Dublin Hos- 
vital, Baggot street, who stated that when 
Mr. Callan was admitted to the hospital he 
was suffering from two depressed fractures 
of the skull, outs on the forehead, a broken 
neck, a fractured right wrist, and a com- 
vound fracture of both legs below the knees. 
He was admitted at 9 p.m., and he died at 
11.40 p.m. without having regained con- 
sciousness. 

Dr. J. Fleming, 92 St. Stephen’s Green, 
stated that he was driving his car alonz 
Merrion road towards the city, and he saw 
a crowd of people near the junction of Sim- 
monscourt road .and Merrion road at the 
Masenic School side. He stopped his car 
aud,*walking back, he saw two bBodies—a 
man and a woman—about two or three yards 
from the kerb. ‘The man’s body was about 
two yards out and the woman’s body lay in 
the channel. He also saw the headlamp of a 
car and a shoe in the channel, 

Mr. D. Murtagh, solicitor, Athlone, said 
that he was driving his car along Merrion 
road, and, seeing a crowd, he stopped. He 
heard a man speaking in an angry voice, 
attacking motorists in general as_ regards 
their conduct. He spoke to a man, who said 
that he was the driver of the car involved 
in the accident, 


NO SMELL OF DRINK 


This man was in a very shaken condition, 
and was in ae state bordering almost on 
hysteria. The man said something about the 
accident, and, as far as witness could re 
collect, the words were: '' My God, the first 
I saw ot them was when the windscreen came 
in on top of me.” At the same time the man 
held his head in his hands. There was no 
smell of drink whatever, and witness advised 
the man to see a solicitor. Witness noticed 
a motor car in the roadway standing 
stationary in the centre of the outgoing tram 
tracks. A headlamp of a car lay about three 
fect from the pavement i 

Patrick Smith, The Gables, Shankill. Co. 
Dublin, stated that while walking along Sim 
monscourt road he saw two people walking 
from the Sandymount avenue direction—a 
man and a woman, the woman walking on 
the inside. When witness came to the jun 
tion of Simmonscourt road and Merrion road 
he looked up and down, as he intended 
cross over. He saw a motor car coming fron 
the direction of the city. and it appeared 
be travelling at about 30 or 35 miles 3) 
hour. Witness turned to walk in the ad 
tion of Blackrock, across Simmonscourt 
and when he reached the centre of the road 
or thereabouts the car was in line with | 
He noticed it swerve suddenly to the 
and on to the ingoing tramlines, and sh 
alter that it slowed down. 

Witness then saw the man and woman 
in front of the radiator of the ear, fa 
towards the Masonic School. He rus! 
down to where their bodies were, and the ca 
went on for a bit, but he could not sav hl 
far. As he reached them he noticed the 
reverse. He could not say whether he hea 
anv horn sounded or anv noise. 

Cross-examined regarding the question of 
shadows on the road, witness said that he 
did not notice anv, but shadows might have 
been thrown by the trees.

MAKING THE CEREMONY A SUCCESS 


$6 MARRIAGE has been arranged. 

' . "Immediately following 
this announcement there comes to the 
family of the prospective bride a period of 
hectic preparation. Even if the affair is 
to. be of the quietest nature. there is no 
escape from a certain amount of what 
might well be described as “hard labour,” 
which becomes intensified the bigger the 
wedding itself is to be. 

The so-popular Easter wedding is much 
more difficult and expensive to arrange 
than a Summer wedding. The informal 
“marquee jn the garden,”’ so dear to the 
Summer-time hostess, is quite out of the 
question. Receptions must instead be 
held either indoors at home or in speci- 
ally reserved hotel suites. 

Terms for the hire of suitable rooms, 
service and déjeuner, may he had from 
any hote! on application. As the quota- 
tion 1s usually given per head it is quite 
simple to calculate the full cost well in 
advance. 

Caterers will also undertake the same 
services at the home of the bride, if it is 
large enough to accommodate the neces- 
sary number of guests. This arrangement 
may not work out any cheaper, but 
undoubtedly there is some quality in home 
entertainment that it is difficult to capture 
elsewhere 

No matter where the reception is to be 
held, it is imperative that the ordering of 
the wines should be correctly done by some 
member of the family who understands 
the matter. This point is most important, 
and tactful handling at the outset will save 
much trouble. 

It is usual to hold some minor recep- 

tions at the home of the bride-to-be during 
the week preceding the wedding. The 
wedding presents are “ on view ” on these 
occasions, but luckily the old-fashioned 
idea of showing off the trousseau is no 
longer in vogue. 
The 1936 bride may keep her frocks, 
hats and “ undies”’ well hidden from 
critical eyes; thus she saves herself the 
annoyance of hearing (some twelve months 
later): “ Oh, yes, dear, how sweet you 
look ; one of your trousseau frocks, isn’t 
it?’ 

Even the Easter trousseau is compara- 
tively more expensive because it is 
weather-bound. But at least one has the 
advantage of having all the spring models 
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to choose from. Dublin shops at the 
moment are stocked with the most exguisite 
clothes, suitable alike for brides, brides- 
maids, mothers and guests. 

One noticed recently a particularly 
attractive dress for a bride, fashioned from 
crépe '“ ondulue,’’ with a halo head-dress 
of silver tissue and orange. As regards 
the bridesmaids’ attire, in this case the 
dresses were of delphinium-blue ninon, 
with Marie Stuart bonnets. 

It is generally considered more satisfac- 

tory to arrange with one firm to make all 
the frocks and head-dresses. The footwear 
should also be supplied by one firm. 
The dressmaking is very difficult if the 
maids "’ reside in different parts of tlie 
country, but this difficulty can usually be 
overcome if careful measurements are 
forwarded by post, with, perhaps, one 
final fitting to see that all is well. 
Naturally no firm would risk having ill- 
fitting garments to their name. 

Another advantage of having both the 
bride’s and bridesmaids’ gowns made by 
the same firm lies in the fact that, with all 
the materials under their eves, there is 
virtually no risk of any one shade clash- 
ing with another, nor of the ‘‘ maids’ ”’ 
gowns being permitted to outshine that of 


the bride. 
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STATIONERY 


Wedding stationery must be carefully 
chosen. Its appearance has often very far- 
reaching results. The receipt of the invita- 
tion is usually followed up by the reeipient 
choosing a gift for the bride. If the invita- 
tion is shoddily sent out—well, I leave you 
to figure the idea out for yourself. 

All invitations to a wedding are sent 
out by the bride’s parents. They should 
be posted not less than a fortnight before 
the fixed date. Although cards with 
envelopes to match are often used, the 
invitation which is engraved on a double 
sheet of the best notepaper procurable is 
certainly preferable. 

The lettering, whether in silver or black. 
should be very plain, the wording formal, 
and in the third person. The address 
should be printed in the lower left hand 
corner, balanced on the other side by the 
letters R.S.V.P. i

The choice of wedding gifts must embrace 
equally the requirements of the bride and 
bridegroom, and the good taste of the 
donor. Only the best of its kind should 
be tolerated.

Cards enclosed with gifts 
are subject to the same rules as the other 
wedding stationery—the plainer the better. 

On the other hand, although there is no 
rule about when a wedding present should 
be sent, there is a most definite time for 
the acknowledgment. If possible a friend), 
letter of appreciation should be posted the 
day the gift arrives. 

The prospective bride’s parents look 
after the decoration of the church, but th 
bouquets for the bride, bridesmaids, and 
the mothers, are the affair of the bride. 
groom. Nevertheless, with due regard to 
his flustered state, it is wiser to jog his 
memory both as regards the early ordering 
of the bouquets, and of the special flowers 
required to complete the colour scheme.

Tiny 
cake boxes cost ls. 6d. to 2s. per dozen. 
and the little cards that are enclosed with 
the cake come to about twice that amount. 

Photographers should be arranged for 
well in advance, especially when the cere- 
mony is fixed for a fashionable dav and 
hour. At such times cameras are working 
overtime, so, to avoid disappointment, 
every possible consideration should be 
given to the man whose art records a last- 
ing souvenir of the happy wedding day.

WAS so intrigued at the title which Mr. 

Jack B. Yeats has given to his first 
novel—the name of an undying flower— 
that I asked that authority, Sir Frederick 
Moore, to tell me all about it. And now I 
find that the artist must have had a subtle 
meaning in calling the inhabitants of his 
mythical island, which we shall all recoy- 
nise, ‘‘ The Amaranthers.’’ Sir Frederick 
Moore tells me that the Amaranthus is a 
genus of tropical annual plants. They are 
distinguished by their three _ tracted 
coloured calyx, of three or five pieces, and 
their ono seeded fruit splitting circularly 
around when ripe. The genus includes 
several handsome garden plants, the most 
familiar being ‘‘ Loves. Lies Bleeding,”’ 
having long, drooping crimson flowers. In 
the gardens of the Southern United States 
the: flowers are so brilliant in hue they are 
popularly known as Joseph’s Coats.

The process of drviding the picture inte bits 
is known. as “‘seanning,” and there are several 
methods of accomplishing this and at the same 
time converting the light values of the picture 
bits into electrical values. 

In the newer method the picture or view 
is projected by means. of a lens system on to 
a special screen in a vacunm, and the image 
formed im this way is scanned by a beam of 
electricity. and variations of an electric 
current from the screen proceed in proportion 
to the illamrvation. In another method the 
aptical image is caused to form an electrical 
image, and the eleetrieal 
bodily baciswards and forwards wm front of a 
hole in a metal plate to obtain the required 
current variations.

STRIKE ON SATURDAY?

CORK, Thursday. 

The threatened municipal strike in Cork 
took a new turn to-day, when the City 
Manager was officially notified of the re 
jection by the men of the offer of half-a- 
crown a week increase in wages. The 
notificat'on was sent by the Irish Trans 
port and General Workers’ Union, and it 
was accompanied by an intimation that 
uniess a more satisfactory offer is forth- 
coming the men would finish work on 
Friday and would not resume on Saturday. 

This ultimatum was considered this 
evening at a specially summoned meet 1g 
of the Committee of Alderman, at the con- 
clusion of which Mr. Monahan made the 
following statement to the Press :—‘' The 
Aldermen felt greatly shocked that they 
should receive only 24 hours’ notice in the 
matter. They felt it impossible to summon 
a full meeting of the Council at which 
the matter could be discussed in a reason- 
able manner under such a threat. They, 
therefore, intimated to the representatives 
of the men that the srike notice should be 
deferred until such time as the matter 
could be discussed by the Corporation.”’ 

It was subsequently arranged that the 
whole position will again be reviewed at 
a special meeting of the men on Friday 
night, when the question of postponing 
the strike notice will be considered.

Introdncing an estimate oí £443,000 íor the 
Department of Agriculture in the Dail 
yesterday, 

Dr. J. RYAN, Minister íor Agriculture, 
outlined the increáses and decreases in the 
estimate under various heads. Grants to 
county committees had increased by £8,500, 
due to the cost of distribution of cattle 
licences, while there was an increase of 
£20,000 under the Dairies Produce Stabilisa- 
tion Act, due to the fact that it was antici- 
pated there would bea larger export of butter 
during the first part of the year, and the fund 
would be overdrawn to the extent of £20,000 
more than last year. The total amount would 
be paid back at the end of the financial year. 
The Pigs and Bacon Act accounted for a 
£10,000 increase, the Act not having come into 
full operation last year. The Regulation of 
Exports Act required £200,000 more. Last 
year there was only a token amount of £5 
voted, because exports of eggs and butter to 
the Continent had been financed out of funds 

rovided by the Newmarket Dairy Company. 
t was considered advisable that the Act 
should be financed out of money voted by the 
Dail, so that the Dail could see the details 
of the trading. It would be completely paid 
back at the end of the year. Land allotments 
called for an increase of £5,000; for the 
scheme was progressing and a larger amount 
would be spent during the coming year. 

Dealing with decreases, the Minister said 
the largest drop was under the head of the 
improvement of the creamery industry, and 
dealt with the sale of proprietary creameries, 
the purchase of co-operative societies. It 
would cost about twenty-eight thousand 
pounds less next year. The Cereals Act 
showed a reduction of £295,000, and the 
Slaughter of Cattle £135,000. It would be 
noted that there was an increase of £137,000 
in respect of purchase of cattle for canning, 
and £110,000 in respect of old cows. There 
was a decrease of £141,000 in respect of beef 
distribution, 

LEVIES TO BE REDUCED 

There were orde*’s in preparation at the 
moment which would make a substantial 
difference in the estimates. One order would 
reduce the levy on cattle and sheep under the 
Slaughter of Animals Act by half, which 
would make a difference of about £140,000 
in the receipts. Another order was being made 
to increase the cost of beef to the recipient 
by a penny per lb. Owing to the increase in 
the price of fat cattle producers complained 
that they could not supply beef at the price, so 
he had agreed toincrease the price by a penny 
per lb. from April 1, so that the price to be 
aid by the recipient from that date would 
e ód. per Ib. Other fundamental changes 
were contemplated which would come before 
the House in the form of legislation in the 
present session. There had been a consider- 
able increase in the price of cattle. and there 
was now no difficulty in the export of the 
animals. 

From next June it was expected that 
they would be able to get rid of some 1,800 
cows per week, although up to the present 
they were only getting rid of about 900 per 
week. It was hoped that, having cleared up 
the old cows in the West, to start in and do 
something for tuberculosis in these counties, 
and during the vear also the three countries— 
Great Britain, Northern Ireland and the Free 
State—had agreed to adopt simultaneous 
steps to eliminate the warble fly 


MORE DAIRY PRODUCE 


In regard to dairy produce, production had 
been increasing every Cay. The production of 
creamery butter had increased from 385,000 
ewts. in 1932 to 473,000 cwts. in 19355, but 
there had been a reduction in the production 
of cream and condensed milk. In 1932 there 
had been an import of 19.000 cwts. of cheese, 
but they now supplied all their home require- 
ments, and there was an export trade of 
9,145 cwts. In the milk production there had 
been a tremendous increase a!l round. 

The estimated revenue from the levy on 
creamery products was £498,000, which had 
been utilised for the payment of bounties on 
exports, and in addition £660,000 was voted 
by the House. The latter sum had been 
used to offset the British duties on imports. 


MARKETING SCHEME 


Bounties similar to those for creamery 
butter had been paid on the export of 
farmers’ and factory butter. During the year 
a start had been made with the very difficult 
question of the marketing scheme. When the 
Price Stabilisation Bill was passed it had in- 
corporated a clause to enable the Minister for 
Agriculture to make a difference in the 
bounty paid to those who joined the market- 
ing scheme and those who remained outside 
it. As a result of the efforts made during 
the year, they had the satisfactory experience 
of bringing the price realised for our butter 
higher than what had been realised ‘for New 
Zealand butter in the British market. 

Exports of eggs in 1935 had been lower 
than in the previous year. There had been 
u continuing decline for the last six or seven 
years. Serious notice must be taken of this, 
and he was confident that they would be 
able to offer some inducement to poultry- 
keepers to increase the output of eggs. 


THE PIG INDUSTRY 


Dealing with the pig industry, the 
MINISTER said that the census taken in 
June, 1955. the number of pigs showed an 
increase of 12.3 per cent. over the previous 
year's figure, the number of pigs being 

,097,000.. This increase was reflected in the 
number of pigs dealt with in the bacon 
factories, the number in 1935 being 1,620,000. 
The bacon export trade showed considerable 
expansion, the increase being 25 per 
cent. It was hoped when the boards 
had got an opportunity of operating 
the Pigs and Bacon Act, that in a few years’ 
time there would be a considerable improve- 
ment in the quality of bacon and of market- 
ing facilities in Great Britain, or other 
markets if they could find them. The price 
realised for their fresh pork in Smithfield 
Market, London, had been virtually the top 
pers, the occasional difference being only 
ess by 2d. per stone of 8Jb. 

In the pig and bacon trade there was a 
certain amount of room for expansion, but 
it was difficult to see how far that expansion 
should go Exportts of live pigs had gone 
down somewhat, while exports of bacon had 
increased. This had been a very desirable 
development, leading, as it did, to increased 
employment at home. 

The system of marketing of carcases of 
pigs, he said, had its disadvantages; for the 
producer was compelled to take the price he 
was offered. It was easier to deal with live 
pigs, and they were in better condition than 
if killed at home. Another trouble in certain 
areas was the breed known as the Ulster 
breed, which the factories did not like, as 
they were inclined to be fatter than the Irish 
White pig. On the whole. he thought that 
the working of the Act had been as success- 
ful as could be expected in such a short 
time. 

A new trade had been made in dressed 
lamb for export, and it had fetched top price, 
and, as in the case of bacon, the home 
market absorbed about two-thirds of their 


supply. 


CEREAL CROPS 


Dealing with cereals, the Minister said that 
the acreage under wheat now stood at 163,000 
acres and the percentage of requirements filled 
214 per cent. There were about 20,000 acres 
of the crop sown by farmers for their own 
use. In 1935, as a result of amending legisla- 
tion, the farmer had the benefit and was 
paid in full for the wheat crop of the year, 
that is, they were paid the ordinary world 

rice, and in addition an equivalent bounty 
or the two previous years. He thought the 
farmers appreciated the difference, and that 
they were inclined to has down increased 
acreage this year.

The MINISTER said that if a farmer grew 
inferior tobacco for two years in succession 
he would in future be refused a permit to 
grow the crop, for if there was a good quality 
it would be a paying crop. 

With regard to flax, he hoped to have the 
text of the bill recently introduced published 
next week, and would take the opportunity 
to make a statement on it, so that the 
farmers would know what would be 
expected from them this season. 

he report of the Horse Breeding Commis- 
sion was being examined to determine what 
action should be taken on it. 


SLAVERY AND PAUPERISM 
Mr. DILLON (U.I., Donegal) moved that 


the estimate be referred back, and said that 
the Fianna Fail agricultural policy had 
reduced the farmers to a condition of slaves 
and paupers. The whole community was 
becoming increasingly poorer. Nobody was 
deriving benefit except the Germans, who 
were buying cattle at half their intrinsic value, 
and the Spaniards, who were. being paid to 
take their eggs, and the British consumers 
of butter, who got their butter at substan- 
tially less price than was asked of the poor 
of this country. 

Dealing with the wheat scheme, Mr. Dillon 
said that they were now told that owing to 
the wet season wheat could not be planted. 
Last year 663,000 acres of wheat were grown 
which cost the country £1,500,000, and flour 
was now 10s. a sack dearer than in Great 
Britain. The farmer was getting a price for 
wheat which was uneconomic, taking into 
consideration the burden of a wheat crop on 
the fertility of the land. He did not know 
what the millers were getting out of it, but 
there was one miller operating both in this 
country and in Liverpool who was getting 
from 10s. to lls. a sack more for the flour 
he milled here than for the flour he milled 
in England. In each quota period the miller 
was allowed to mill 36,000 sacks, so that in 
each quota period he was getting £16,000 
more than if he milled the same quantity in 
England. 

Tobacco had gone “up the spout,’ horse 
foot and artillery, and they would never hear 
any more about it. 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork) said the price 
paid to the Irish farmer for beet was better 
than the price received by the English 
farmer. At the same time he did not think 
the Irish farmer was getting enough. The 
amount allocated to livestock breeding was, 
he thought, a waste of public money, because 
if the Act continued to be worked as it was 
in the past it would be a difficult matter 
to get a good inilking cow in the country. 


LABOUR LEADER’S VIEWS 


Mr. W. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said 
that the Minister for Agriculture should long 


before now have realised the necessity for 
introducing a bill designed to have a steady- 
ing effect on the rates of wages paid to 
agricultural workers, and to protect them 
from the savage attacks which were being 
made on the already intolerably low rates of 
wages paid to these workers.

policy for the last four years, he thought 
it would be the healthiest thing the House 
could do to refer the estimate back for 
reconsideration.

The men at Messrs. Spaight’s struck work 
last Monday, and at essrs. Morgan 
McMahon's last Saturday, because they 
objected to the appoinment of a works fore- 
man by the firms, 

Unless the dispute is settled, the entire 
timber trade of the city mills will be closed 
down, and upwards of three hundred men 
rendered idle.

Chancellor had precipitated a 
first-class crisis. 

Mr. Eden went much farther. He told 
the Germans frankly that Great Britain 
was not an arbiter in the matter of the 
Locarno Pact; she was a guarantor, and, 
as such, had entered into very definite 
commitments. In other words, the British 
Government had undertaken to see that 
the Locarno Pact was fulfilled, and he did 
not propose to be the first Foreign Secre- 
tary to go back on a British signature. 
Having said so much, and having given 
this unequivocal assurance to France and 
Belgium, Mr. Eden went on to explain 
that he was striving to secure a settle- 
ment of tho difficult problems created by 
Germany’s action in a peaceful way, and 
to restore public confidence by means of 
negotiations.

Sea Fisheries 


Many of the recommendations issued on 
Wednesday by the Sea Fish Commission 
in Great Britain resemble the measures 
taken by the Sea Fisheries Association 
in the Irish Free State to encourage the 
industry. In Great Britain, as here, the 
end aimed at is a greater amount of 
co-operation—not only on the productive 
side, but the distributive side. The 
report of the Commission, which deals 
with ‘‘white’’ fish, suggests that efforts 
might be made to help fishermen by 
introducing marketing schemes, and re- 
vising trade agreements with foreign 
countries, which at present are allowed to 
send enormous quantities of fish to Great 
Britain. Among its other recommenda- 
tions are that fiuh-frying should be taken 
out of the category of “offensive ”’ 
trades; for the fish and chip shops, 
it states, absorb more than half of the 
total landings, and deserve encourage- 
ment. It proposes, too, that a commis- 
sion should be set up by Parliament with 
full powers to control and organise the 
fishing industry. Probably this proposal 
is the most valuable; for the recent 
troubles of the British fishing industry 
seem to have been due more to dis- 


organisation than to lack of enterprise or | 


lack of a market, Here the oqgpdition of 


affairs has been a good deal worse than | 
in Great Britain, and the sea fisheries, 
which were comparatively prosperous two 
generations ago, have been allowed to sink 
into decay. Since the Sea Fisheries 
Association began its work there has been 
an improvement, but Irish coastal fisher- 
men still find it very hard to earn their 
living, and even more vigorous measures 
to help them -seem to be needed. One 
very obvieus reform is that a closer guard 
should be kept against foreign trawlers, 
whose activities off the Wexford coast last 
week. met with rough justice from the 
fishermen themselves, in the absence of 
any official help. As an effective weapon 
of defence the Muirchu is so useless as 
to be absurd, and it ought not to be out- 
side the powers of the authorities to find a 
means which would give some kind of 
protection to Irish fishermen.

How closely does it verge upon the 
impossible to make a film actress blush, 
and, once having got her blushing, how 
long would it take to bring her back to 
normal?

DYNAMITE LOAD

THIRTY BELIEVED KILLED

The explosion of a wagon-load of 
dynamite at t'e small station of the 
Tultanango yesterday has resulted in a 
terrible scene of devastation. 

Owing to the absolute demolition of the 
station and surrounding buildings, the 
exact number of casualties is difficult to 
establish, but some reports state that those 
killed number thirty, and the injured at 
least sixty. + | 

By order of the President, General Car- 
denas, a special train filled with doctors 
and nurses and medical supplies was 
despatched to the spot, and every available 
Red Cross and ambulance unit is being 
rushed there. 

There is every fear that when the débris 
is removed more victims will be found. 

The dynamite was for delivery to some 
local mines for blasting lag a and the 
explosion is believed to have beer. due to 
foul play.

NINE MEN FEARED DROWNED 


A Lloyd’s message of last night states :— 
“ Captain of Spanish steamer Aizkarai 
Mendi telegraphs: ‘ Have been in colli- 
sion with French vessel Boree early this 
morning off East Dudgeon. Boree sunk. 
Am proceeding to Middlesbrough.’”” : 

How his vessel sank eight minutes after 
the collision was described by the captain 
of the French steamer Boree when he 
arrived at Wells, Norfolk, last night, with 
six members of his crew in the Cromer 
lifeboat, which had taken them off the 
Caduceus, one of the rescue ships. 

Nine men are believed to have been 
drowned in the accident, which occurred 
24 miles north-west of Cromer. 

“The mishap occurred about 6.30,” said 
Captain Le Cavorzin. ‘‘It was dark, and 
there was a very thick fog when his ship 
was in collision. My ship was badlv 
damaged, but owing to the fog I could 
not estimate to what extent. The damage 
must have been severe, as she sank in 
eight minutes. The crew numbered 22, 
20 of whom were thrown into the sea. The 
others were down below, and obviously 
went down with her. For two and a half 
hours we swam about with the aid of 
lifebelts and rafts. Seven of us were 
picked up by the Caduceus and transferred 
to the Cromer lifeboat, which had come 
to our assistance. I believe six others 
were picked up by a Spanish vessel.’’

HE House of Commons and Lobbies 
were very busy to-day long before thie 
important debate on the Locarno White 
Paper opened. Members were engaged in 
expressing their views on the different 
points, or in airing their sympathies eithe; 
with France or with Germany. Above al 
there was a feeling of discomfort that 
Great Britain has been placed in such 
dificult position by her strict adherence 
to treaties which appear to have ber: 
drawn up and signed without a full realis 
tion of their implications. '' There must 
be no war ” was an assertion frequent 
heard as one passed tlirough the gathe: 
ings, and it seemed to be the almosi 
unanimous opinion that in no circun 
stances shall Great Britain be drawn into 
hostilities or demonstrations of any kind.

It may be th 
this frame of mind has been brought abo 
by the fact that many members of tli 
House of Commons have received letters 
from constituents objecting to any steps 
likely to bring about a grave situation 
which possibly might result in war.

Mr. Eden's Speech 


The scene inside the House of Commons 
revealed that not only was there one of the 
biggest attendances of members 
session, but that all the galleries. we) 
filled to overflowing. Mr. Eden’s speec! 
was listened to intently, and in a deep 
silence which was seldom broken. The 
proposals to come from Germany next week 
are to be received with an open mind, and 
a desire to make the best use of them to 
bring about a permanent pacification of 
Europe. Mr. Eden thought that we are 
at the beginning of a period which must, 
at best, be one of the most critical in 
international negotiations, and he did not 
view the future with a light heart. He also 
pointed out that peace cannot be assured 
unless France is ready to approach wit 
open mind the problems 
separate her from Germany. 


General Approval 


In view of the rather grave tone of the 
Foreign -Secretary’s speech, it was not 
surprising that opinion in the Lobby after 
he had sat down was couched in a very 
minor key. A warm tribute of admiration 
to Mr. Eden for a finely phrased, carefully 
reasoned, and well-delivered speech was 
general, even though there were members 
who were not inclined to go the whole way 
with the speaker regarding the position 
of this country in connection with the 
Locarno Treaty. It is certain, however, 
that the debate of this evening will do 
much to dissipate the diplomatic fog which 
has obscured so much of the happenings 
of the past week. Great Britain and its 
people now know quite definitely where 
they stand. i

Only two 
months ago he was in a machine which 
was forced down in the Channel off Le 
Treport. 

Captain Birmingham lived at Streat- 
ham. 

Mr. Burgess, who lived at Croydon, had 
become engaged only a week ago. 

Certain firms, including Commercial Air 
Hire, have contracts with the Air 
Ministry and the Army to fly about at 
night in order to give searchlight units 
practice in locating aircraft. The "plane 
involved in the disaster was, it is under- 
stood, engaged in this type of work at the 
time. 


TERRIBLE CRASH IN

MEXICO CITY, Thursday. 

Ten German passengers, two pilots, one 
wireless operator, and one technical ad- 
viser crashed to death in a Ford tri-motor 
‘plane fifteen minutes after leaving the 
city aerodrome here to-day. 

Among the dead are Prince Adolf of 
Schaumburg Lippe and Princess Elizabeth 
of Schaumburg Lippe. 

The machine had left here on a tourist 
flight to Guatemala. It was specially 
chartered under a Hamburg-America world 
tour. Apparently it met with engine 
trouble, and was circling over the 
Colvanoes, near the city, in an effort to 
return to the aerodrome, when it burst 
into flames. It fell to earth at a 
tremendous speed, 

All within the machine were so badly 
burned and mutilated that they are un- 
recognisable. 

Baron Siegmund von Stieber is another 
of the dead passengers. 

The accident is reckoned here to be the 


worst in the history of aviation in 
Mexico.

R. VAN SCHELVEN, who was in 
command of the reserve ambulance 
unit at Dessie, was on his way to Waldis 
when his caravan was heavily bombarded 
by the Italian ‘planes. 

On the following night he was wakened 
by cries of “ Zarraf,’’ the war cry of the 
Abyssinian bandits. Deserted by his 
servants, he awaited the bandits alone and 
told them that he belonged to the Red 
Cross They were not interested, and 
began to rifle his stores. 

Van Schelven then warned the bandits 
that he would denounce them to the 
Emperor, who would have them hanged. 
One of the robbers fired from close 
quarters, wounding the doctor through the 
lungs. The next day a servant returned 
and carried Van Scholven to the nearest 
village. 

He was taken by mule to Dessie and 
thence by air to Addis Ababa. After 
receiving medical attention he left for 
Holland this morning, his condition not 
being serious

Mr. Lloyd George, discussing the staff 
conversations, said: ‘‘ If you begin to get 
your staffs together to make arrangements 
about how many divisions are going to 
what frontier, what part they will take, 
and how they are to attack the Germans, 
you have the short cut to war.” 

Sir Austen Chamberlain said that it was 
impossible to have European civilisation 
on a system under which treaties bound 
the parties to it only so long as they chose 
to be bound. The real issue to-day was 
not the militarisation of the Rhineland, 
but whether in future the law of force 
was to prevail as against the force of law. 

Mr. Churchill said that the real peril 
was the rearmament of Germany. The 
policy to be pursued was to obtain a real 
collective security and a respect for inter- 
national law throughout Europe. All the 
nations and States, alarmed by the growth 
of German armaments, should combine 
under pacts of mutual assistance approved 
by the League and in accordance with the 
Covenant. Once this strong confederacy 
was formed Germany should be given a 
guarantee for the inviolability of German 
soil. 

Major Attlee (Labour) said that the real 
indittment of post-War statesmanship was 
that it lacked foresight. This matter 
should have been dealt with long before. 
A good deal of our troubles could he 
traced to the Locarno Pact, because it was 
an attempt to evade the main problem 
and limit our liability. He did not believe 
there would ever be settled peace whilst 
dictators were pursuing policies of 
adventure. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain, concluding 
the debate, said it had, at any rate, 
cleared the atmosphere in the House, and 
he ho that clarification would extend 
right through the country, If negotiations

RDERS for three new vessels have 

been placed by the Union-Castle Line 
with Messrs. Harland and Wolff, Ltd., 
Belfast. This announcement was made to- 
day by Mr. F. E. Rebbeck, D.L., Chair. 
man of Messrs. Harland and Wolff, Ltd., 
at a luncheon in Belfast, following the 
launch of the 15,050-ton motor vessel 
Dunvegan Castle for the Union-Castle 
Line’s intermediate service between the 
United Kingdom and South and East 
Africa, 

One of .the new vessels ordered will be 
a duplicate of the 25,500-ton Sterling 
Castle, which recently took over the mail, 
passenger and cargo service from the 
United Kingdom to Cape Town, one of 
the largest and most luxurious motor 
vessels afloat, and a sister ship of the 
Athlone Castle, now completing at Belfast. 
These three vessels will reduce the time 
for the voyage from England to South 
Africa from seventeen to fourteen days. 

The other two new vessels ordered are 
cargo vessels similar to the Roslin Castle 
and Rothesay Castle, with a tonnage of 


about 8,000 each. 
VESSEL LAUNCHED 


The announcement that three new vessels 
have been ordered gave considerable satis- 
faction in Belfast, where the yards were 
becoming empty after the spell of activity 
and the recent launches..

VALUE OF IRISH HORSES 
UNDERSTATED 


A fine of £6,900 was imposed at Liver- 
pool yesterday, on a horse-dealer, Richard 
Leslie Weaver (34), of Carden, Malpas, 
Cheshire, and his clerk, Harold Thomas 
Brown (29), was fined £190 for having 
been knowingly concerned in a fraudulent 
attempt to evade Customs duties on im- 
ported Irish hunters: Weaver was also 
ordered to pay £100 costs. 

Five months were allowed for the pay- 
ment of the fines, with the alternative of 
three months’ imprisonment for Weaver 
and one month for Brown: They were 
convicted in respect of 23 declarations to 
the Customs.

the Mail Boat

HE great new Cunarder left the Clyde 
a short while after 2 a.m. yesterday. 
Eight hours later—at 10.15 a.m. to be 
precise—she passed ahead of the L.M.S. 
mail steamer Hibernia, on passage from 
Dun Laoghaire to Holyhead. The weather 
was very hazy, almost thick, and the visi- 
bility consequently poor; but the Queen 
Mary was near enough to provide the 
passengers aboard the Hibernia with a 
fairly close view of the giant liner, and the 
verdict of sailormen was that she was an 
exceptionally graceful ship. 
Big ships are apt to look too bulky, but 
the Queen Mary does not possess this 
fault: she looks her size, so to speak, but 


she is all in proportion, and, while the | 


mail boat was feeling the effects of a head 
sea, the big vessel was travelling along as 
if the water was dead calm. 

What speed she was travelling at was a 
matter of conjecture. She showed no pro- 
nounced bow wave, but if she left the 
Clyde, as has been announced, some time 
after 2 a.m., and passed the track of the 
Holyhead mail boats eight hours later, she 
must have been doing, roughly, 20 knots, 
the distance from the point of departur 
to that where she was met being (roughly) 
170 sea miles.

The British demand upon Germany,

ESUMING the debate in the Dail 

R yesterday on the estimate íor broad- 
casting services 

Mr. D. MORRISSEY (U.L, Tipperary) 
expressed the view that the level of pro- 
grammes broadcast from Athlone should be 
as high as those of Continental countries, 
and he suggested that an effort should be 
made to develop talks of an informative 
character as a very effective method of 
ogy ee e. 

Mr. INCH (U.I., Kildare) complained 
that in the news bulletins broadcast from the 
Trish Station the outlook of the English news 
broadcasts was followed too closely. 
Mr. DILLON (U.L., Donegal) 
they should seriously consider the possibility 
of subsidising the Dublin philharmonic 
orchestra, even if it took the form of an 
annual fee in consideration of a certain 
number of broadcasts during the year, and 
it was reasonable also to suggest that the 
artistes at the celebrity concerts in Dublin 
might be perstaded to broadcast on, say, the 
Sunday following the performance. The 
Department should set itself. against the dis- 
cussion of domestic politics, except, vee 
on the occasion of a general election. le 
paid a tribute.to the management of the 
station and.the progress that had been made. 


A BROADCASTING JOURNAL 
Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) said a num- 


ber of lectures broadcast would be well worth 
preserving, and the only way it could bo 
done was through the publication of a 
periodical journal in conjunction with the 
operations of the Broadcasting Station. 

Mr. HASLETT (Ind., Monaghan) said that 
for most of the people in the country the 
Sunday programmes were very meagre. Was 
there anything to prevent them from broad 
casting in the interests of the old, feeble and

POLITICAL GREETINGS 


Mr. P. BELTON said that on St. Patrick’s 
Day last he would rather have heard the 
Ulster v. Connaught Gaelic football match 
broadcast than to have listened to an ex- 
change of political greetings between Mr. de 
Valera and Archbishop Mannix. The Arch 
bishop’s comments on conditions in [Ireland 
had not been correct, though he did not 
blame him for the inaccuracies, as he thought 
that the words had been put into his mouth, 

Mr. W. T. COSGRAVE said that the 
broadcasting stations were oo in 
stitutions for the Government. » Was not 
blaming the Director of Broadcasting, 
however, as he supposed that he had to carry 
out the policy of the Minister. Again, most 
of the people engaged to broadcast lectures 
were’ persona grata with the political party 
in power, ; 

They had. enough of politics without bring 
ing them into broadcasting. 

Mr. R. CORISH (Labour, Wexford) said 
that the record ef the National Anthem (‘‘The 
Soldier's Song”) which was played from the 
stations was in the best American jazz style. 

Mr R. MULCAHY (U.1., North Dublin) 
stated that he took exception to some of the 
things dealt with by President de Valera 
án his St. Patrick's Day broadcasts, not be 
cause what the President said was pro-his 
own party or injurious to another party, in 
the country, but because his statements were 
contrary to what he (Deputy Mulcahy) 
thought was the hest interests of international 
The President had invited the 
United States Government to squeeze as far 
as it could Great Britain in connection with 
her war debts. The Government might have 
a policy on international war debts, and if 
they had it the people ought to know it, but 
in his view it was wrong to deal in a casual 
and «isruptive kind of way with a world 
Power, and in a way that would affect inter- 
national and economic relations by a national 
broadcast on a national festival indicating 
to the world that: this country was against 
sensible and realistic settlements of these 
problems. It was also wrong to suggest to 
European nations that the people of this 
country could help them in settling their 
present-day problems. 


HISTORICAL BROADCASTS 


If the President or the Government had 
any conception at all of the spirit that was 
troubling the many nations of Europe and

their internal difficulties it was a disgraceful 


thing to suggest that they could save them- 
selves by “ye but the evangelising which 
they could do one another. It was also dis- 
graceful ‘to suggest that they could rely 
on the le of Ireland to help them in their 
difficulties they here were doing nothing 
but, with their eyes open, creating for themselves 
all the disruption and troubles that European 
countries had created for themselves. In this 
country there would soon be as a mm” 
as there were in the Chamber of Deputies 
in France. 

The MINISTER FOR FINANCE—Is the 
deputy contemplating another split? 

r. MULCAHY—No; I am talking 
seriously about a thing that is a fact. We 
don’t want another Alsace-Lorraine position 
in this country. 

He went on to ask if the President's broad- 
cast was examined by an official and 
censored or not. As regards historical broad- 
casts, there had been an admission by the 
Minister for Finance in the Dail that Deputy 
Cosgrave had established majority rule, and 
they did not want broadcasts of the 
experiences of people who escaped, and who 
were in arms at one time against the Dail 
and this State. They had sufficient historical 
episodes to broadcast without going into 
1922. 

Mr. MacDERMOT (Ind., Roscommon) said 
that he did not agree that political issues 
should be rigorously sxcbaded from broad- 
casts. They wanted the people of the 
country to think about political issues, and 
one of the best ways to get that was to 
have concise discussion on civic issues. 
They could rely on the Director to use his 
judgment to decide what political issues 
should be excluded. i 

Mr. MORRISSFY (U.1., Tipperary) said 
that it it were the intention to continue the 
feature known as the “ Newcomers’ Hour”’

The Minister (Mr. BOLAND), replying, 
said that the difficulty of broadcasting was 
to get programmes to suit every taste. Every 
person who applied to broadcast was not 


sent upstairs and permitted to do so. There | 


was a preliminary test, and in the ‘ New- 
comers’ Hour,” though a good deal of it 
was not up to a high standard, the iden 
behind it was excellent. Only twenty per 
cent. of those who had come forward had 
been picked for the ‘‘ Newcomers’ Hour.” 

He agreed with Deputy MacDermot about 
political debates, and would have no objec- 
tion to have them arranged from time to 
time. He was responsible for riggs 
in the Broadcasting Station, but he ha 
never, on any single occasion, censored any 
message or interfered in any way. No 
official of the Government would have the 
right to censor what the President—the head 
of the State—intended to broadcast. It was 
an impertinent suggestion that he should be 
subjected to censorship. He did not agree 
with Deputy Mulcahy’s interpretation of 
of the President’s St. Patrick’s Day broad- 
cast to America. The statements set out 
the developments in the country during the 
year, and it was a good and dignified state- 
ment. There was nothing in it to offend 
anybody with the interests of the country 
at heart. 

The MINISTER said that it was quite un- 
that if it were the intention to continue the 
censor people’s opinions, and black out before 
the broadcast. As long as they had to rely 
on overhead wires there bee always be 
some little difhculties somewhere or other 
about reception: the cost of putting the wires 
underground would be very high. He 
thought that, on the whole, the Irish Station 
was as good as any other in the world; but 
if people wanted to enjoy the radio they would 
require to select their programmes in advance. 


JAZZ MUSIC 


Referring to the suggestion that the station 
had been used for political ends, he said he 


thought that the Government did not take | 


half enough advantage of the station to put 
across its agricultural and economic policy, 
which was not party politics, but was the law 
of the land. His complaint was that the 
station had not heen availed of to impress on 
the people the necessity for giving effect to 
existing legislation and the need for their co- 
operation. An item of a bo nature had 
never been allowed to be a feature of the pro 
gramme, except, perhaps, during the discus: 
sions on the last Budget, and then the facili- 
ties were extended to anybody who liked to 
express an opinion. So long as he was in the 
Ministerial capacity there would never be any 
attempt to inflict anything in the nature of 
party politics. 

The question of a journal would be con- 
sidered. They were already considering the 
whole question of musical broadcasts, phil- 
harmonic orchestra, etc., and they hoped that 
something would be done ón the lines 
suggested. He understood, however, that 
artistes at Celebrity Concerts were under con- 
tract not to broadcast when they came here. 

' Personally he would like to eliminate jazz, 
but on the whole he thought there was not so 
much jazz being broadcast, and neither did 
he entirely approve of the prison escapes’ 
series.
